a. BZA20-016 Planning requests additional information in the form a more detailed
site plan and building elevations. Both the North Linden Neighborhood Plan
Amendment (2014) and the Columbus Citywide Planning Policies (C2P2)
recommend that garages be located and accessed from the rear of the property for
those properties with alley access.
